IFGBAN1BTAN  AND  REFORM 


Despite  what  amounts  to  rebellion  against  his 
rule  there  are  substantial  reasons  to  believe  that 
King  Amanullah  will  put  Into  force  the  reforms 
of  civilization  which  are  now  the  cause  of  so 
much  agitation  In  Afghanistan.  His  determina- 
tion to  introduce  what  are  Innovations  In  his 
country  was  accentuated  during  his  recent  visit 
t<>  Great  Britain  and  Europe.  He  Is  reorganizing 
his  administration,  opening  new  schools,  and.  in 
a  variety  of  ways,  seeks  to  transform  Afghanis- 
tan from  a  primitive  tribal  community  to  a  full- 
fledged  modern  state.  The  path  of  reform  Is 
nowhere  easy.  In  the  Orient  It  Is  especially  dif- 
ficult, and  almost  Invariably  accompanied  by  the 
shedding  of  blood. 

Those  opposing  King  Amanullah  are  the 
dwellers  of  the  mountains,  possessed  of  heredi- 
tary fighting  qualities,  of  Moslem  fanaticism  and 
wadded  to  the  old  ways.  In  their  mountain 
fastnesses  they  can  probably  defy  progress  for 
years,  but  in  the  long  run  they  are  fighting  a 
losing  battle,  although  for  the  moment  they  have 
achieved  successes.  In  the  situation  that  has  re- 
veloped  in  Afghanistan  it  must  be  remembered 
that  King  Amanullah  has  ruled  a  turbulent  na- 
tion for  ten  years,  during  which  time  he  has 
suppressed  several  insurrections.  The  reforms 
that  have  swept  Turkey  and  Persia  are  now 
sweeping  Afghanistan.  King  Amanullah  has  de- 
dounced  polygamy  and  practically  abolished  the 
veil.  He  has  instituted  compulsory  education. 
It  Is  a  modernizing  movement  that  Is  under  way 
and  the  country  Is  being  awakened  from  Its  long, 
sleep.  For  the  time  being  the  rebels,  or  those  who 
may  be  better  characterized  as  anxious  to  remain 
uncivilized,  may  hold  King  Amanullah  at  bay. 
What  they  cannot  do.  for  any  considerable 
length  of  time.  Is  to  stay  the  course  of  progress. 

POPULARIZING  SCOTLAND 


Mr.  Herbert  Hoover.  President-elect  of  the 
United  stales,  has  stated  that  his  visiting  coun- 
trymen leave  In  Europe  each  year  enough  to  pay 
the  Interest  on  the  war  debt  due  to  America.  'If 
they  do,"  says  The  Aberdeen  Weekly  Journal, 
"they  get  value  for  it;  there  Is  nothing  eleemosy- 
nary In  the  'Innocents  abroad'."  In  Scotland, 
however,  they  spend  comparatively  little,  for  the 
reason  that  only  a  small  fraction  of  the  stream 
of  American  tourists  go  to  the  Land  o'  Cakes  an- 
nually. A  few  years  ago  a  suggestion  was  made 
that  an  Increased  part  of  the  traffic  might  be 
Induced  to  go  to  Scotland,  and  It  is  Interesting 
to  learn  that  attempts  are  being  made  to  put  the 
design  on  a  wider  footing  by  the  formation  of 
local  committees.  The  idea  Is  sound.  Scotland 
possesses  charms,  both  scenic  and  historical,  to 
interest  any  visitor:  and  there  exists  between  It 
and  the  North  American  Continent  a  close  con- 
nection In  kinship  which  In  itself  should  be  suf- 
ficient to  attract  many  descendants  of  former 
emigrants. 

Scotsmen,  who  cannot  be  accused  of  not  being 
thorough  in  most  things  they  undertake,  are 
recognizing,  however,  that  If  there  is  to  be  a 
"Come  to  Scotland''  campaign,  ample  and  ade- 
quate facilities  must  be  provided.  Any  old  ac- 
commodation will  not  do  nowadays.  A  town 
which  wishes  to  be  a  centre  for  tourists  must  look 
to  the  Improvement  of  the  accommodation  it 
provides.  Poor  hotels  and  high  charges,  It  is 
well  known,  have  ruined  more  than  one  holiday 
resort.  The  movement,  however.  Is  not  to  be  con- 
fined to  American  tourists.  England  and  the 
Continent  are  to  be  thoroughly  canvassed 
through  an  expert  advertising  campaign.  Scot- 
land will  gain  by  what  Is  contemplated.  Scott's 
famous  descriptions  of  the  Trossachs  and  of  his- 
toric Edinburgh,  and  the  associations  of  Burns 
with  Ayr  and  Dumfries,  have  been  assets  without 
computation  to  those  areas.  There  are,  as  well, 
hundreds  of  other  spots  in  Bonnie  Scotland  of- 
fering attractions  which  only  need  proper  adver- 
tising to  become  popular.  What  the  Scotch  folk 
are  after  is  not  so  much  the  transatlantic  mag- 
nate, who  can  already,  through  the  good  offices 
of  some  of  the  gTeat  shipping  companies,  pur- 
chase a  ticket  which  Includes  so  many  weeks' 
rights  on  a  Highland  grouse  moor  as  well  as  the 
ocean  voyage  They  want  as  well  a  large  number 
of  average  travelers  from  the  United  States  or 
elsewhere.  The  outlook  is  quite  favorable,  and 
appears  to  require  only  a  strenuous  effort  to  lead 
to  a  lucrative  tourist  business. 


TELLING  THE  TIME 

"Is  time  ever  accurately  ascertained  by  earth's 
dwellers?"  Is  a  quesl  ion  raised  by  Professor  H.  H. 
Turner.  Oreenwlch  time,  by  which  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  the  time  of  the  world  Is  set.  Is  ar- 
rived at  by  pointing  the  transit  telescope  at 
Oreenwlch  to  a  particular  .star  and  noting  by  a 
clock  the  time  at  which  It  passes  the  meridian. 
Even  by  this  method  little  inaccuracies  have  been 
noted,  especially  since  the  introduction  of  wire- 
less. The  assumption  Is  that  the  steady  move- 
ment of  the  star  can  be  depended  on.  but  trusting 
to  the  clock  Is  another  matter.  An  error  In  time 
Is  discovered  when  the  star  is  observed.  The 
question  is.  will  that  error  be  the  same  next 
morning ;  that  dependfc  on  the  steady  going  of  the 
clock.

The  havoc  wrought  on  the  young 
life  of  the  country  during  thirty- 
years  or  so  of  this  vicious  system  la 
beyond  all  estimate.  It  was  barely 
redeemed  from  disastrous  failure 
and  finally  overthrown  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  R.B.D  s 
friend,  the  schoolmaster.

ever  occured  I  repeated  it.  In 
various  Intonations,  but  Chrallah 
continued  placidly  chewing  her  cud 
She  was  friendly  enough  from  the 
first,  but  never  learned  to  under- 
stand my  Arable.

Her  front 
part  heaved  upward  several  feet 
while  her  back  part  remained 
stationary  as  the  Sphinx,  and  I 
clung  to  the  pommel  at  an  angle 
of  forty-five  degrees  She  had  mere- 
ly straightened  her  upper  foreleg*, 
with  her  knees  sUll  in  the  sand. 
Then  her  back  heaved  with  a  double 
movement  to  Its  full  height,  and  I 
Pitched  forward,  with  the  forty- 
n re -degree  angle  reversed.  Her  front 
legs  opened  like  a  Jack-knife,  and  I 
#aa  restored  to  horizontal.  The  sense 
of  elevation  was  prodigious,  though 
she  was  a  comparatively  small 
camel. 

And  then  we  started.  She  wa» 
easily  guided  by  light  taps  of  the 
camel-stick  on  the  sides  of  the  neck 
The  gait  Is  regulated  by  kicking 
Inward  with  the  heel.  A  light  kick 
means  walk,  a  sharper  kick  produces 
i  trot,  and  a  quick,  light  UtU) 
means  run.

actually  heard  them  make, 
in  addition  to  their  groaning,  was 
the  shrill,  piercing  noise  they  pro- 
duce by  rasping  their  teeth  together 
which  carries  for  hundreds  ol 
yards,  and  which  they  seem  to  use 
In  calling  one  another. 

It  U  true,  by  the  way.  that  camel 
ran.  and  often  does,  go  seven  days 
without  water.  But  when  In  camp 
or  pasture  he  is  taken  to  the  wella 
every  third  or  fourth  day.  We 
watered  Chrallah  every  three  days 
at  a  well  near  Mltkhal  s  village,  and 
she  habitually  drank  from  eight  to 
ten  bucketful*. 

Since  she  was  not  going  to  pasture 
with  the  others,  we  fed  Chrallah  on 
hay  taken  from  the  store  for  the 
horses,  which  I  supplemented  with 
many  bread  scraps,  of  which  she 
was  Inordinately  fond.  I  used  to 
stuff  them  Into  my  belt,  and  If  they 
wern't  forthcoming  she  would  nose 
for  them  Inside  the  folds  of  my 
abba. 

One  night  as  I  lay  asleep  beneath 
the  open  tent  canopy,  I  woke  to 
see  dimly  an  enormous  flat  white 
Lead  and  long  curved  neck  waver- 
ing over  me.  like  some  gigantic  ser- 
pent. It  was  Chrallah  poking 
around  for  a  hand-out.  She  had 
left  her  hump  outalde.  which  was 
fortunate  for  the  canopy  and  tent- 
poles.

HOCKKY  FORIilNG 
AHEAD  IN  STATES 


Promoter*    Beginning    to    See  and 
Realise  That  Ire  Came  Is 
Profitable  Sport 


DETROIT.  Jan.  3  — Hockey  is  "in." 
The  early  games  over  the  national 
professional  hockey  circuit  show  con- 
clusively that  the  former  Canadian 
national  sport  has  come  into  the 
United  8tat*s  as  a  "natural"  for  the 
box  offices. 

Probably  no  other  sport  has  had 
the  sensational  rise  to  popularity  on 
this  side  of  the  Canadian  border  that 
hockey  has  enjoyed. 

Only  a  few  years  ago.  in  1934  to  be 
exact,  the  Boston  Brums  held  the 
only  American  franchise  in  the  Na- 
tional League.  The  Bruins  drew 
slim  crowds.  Then  suddenly  hockey 
burst  into  prominence.  Pittsburgh 
and  New  York  entered  teams  in  the 
1924  and  1935  season,  and  rapidly 
the  present  league  was  built  up.  with 
increasing  attendance.  Promoters 
began  to  see  the  light,  and  today 
palatial  indoor  rinks  may  be  seen 
in  nearly  every  large  hockey  town. 

The  bull  movement  has  hit  the 
hockey  stock  everywhere. 

The  fact  that  there  were  hold-ouU 
this  year  in  large  numbers,  forcibly 
drew  the  attention  of  managers  to 
the  fact  that  their  game  had  moved 
into  the  "big  time  " 

While  major  league  hockey  is  con- 
sidered faster  and  more  exciting, 
even  the  minor  leagues,  of  which 
there  are  five— scattered  throughout 
file  United  States  and  the  Dominion 
—are  reporting  capacity  houses. 

Prank  Calder.  president  of  the  Na- 
tional League,  who  Is  responsible  for 
the  present  organisation  of  the  whole 
national  circuit,  holds  to  the  opinion 
that  hockey  still  is  in  Its  Infancy.  He 
predicts  hockey  organisations  even- 
tually will  reach  into  those  regions 
where  at  the  present  only  the  unre- 
fined great  -  great  -  grandfather  — 
"shinny"— is  known 

Franchise  prices  soared  within  a 
few  years  of  hockeys  start  In  the 
United  states  The  Detroit  Cougars, 
one  of  the  major  league  teams,  were 
purchased  in  1938  for  8100,000  Last 
year  they  moved  into  their  own 
home,  the  Detroit'  Olympta  arena,  a 
ipoita  stadium  second  in  slxe  to  the 
Madison  Square  Garden  This  year 
almost  half  the  price  or  the  original 
franchise  was  spent  for  new  players 
Similar  conditions  prevail  in  almost 
every  team  in  the  circuit. 

As  a  Canadian  spirts  writer  sum- 
marised it:  "It  appears  that  the 
hockey  managers  have  put.  the  game 
'on  ice'  from  now  on."

Rickard  decided  to  go  over  the 
Chllkoot  Pass.  BU  appendix  made 
no  protest.  It  went  right  along  with 
him.  cheerfully  and  happily  Pot 
weeks  they  carried  provisions  to  the 
top  of  the  pass,  about  100  pounds  to 
a  load  It  took  hour*  to  make  the 
upward  journey,  but  In  coming  back 
they  slid  down  in  a  few  minutes

Sudden  insensibility  or  paralysis, 
caused  by  the  efTuxion  o!  blood  or 
serum  Into  the  brain,  la  termed 
apoplexy. 

In  persons  subject  to  heart  disease, 
a  clot  'sometimes  forms  in  the  heart 
and  is  carried  in  the  arteries  until 
it  lodges  in  the  blood  vessel  a  of  the 
brain,  producing  an  embolism,  which 
1*  often  responsible  for  an  apoplec- 
tic stroke.  Blood  clots  also  form 
In  the  interior  of  the  vessels  of  the 
train,  usually  in  old  people  where 
the  blood  Is  irreatly  reduced  In  si* 
kallne  elements,  especially  sodium. 
A  formation  or  these  fibrin  blood 
clots  is  called  a  thrombosis 

In  some  kidney  disorders,  a  serum 
csrapes  from  the  blood  into  the 
ventricles  of  the  brain  as  with 
dropsy  However,  the  most  frequent 
cause  of  apoplexy  is  hemorrhage 
from  the  rupture  of  a  blood  vessel 
of  the  brain. 

Apoplexy  occurs  most  frequently 
between  the  ages  of  forty  to  sixty, 
but  even  occurs  In  children  from 
violent  strains  as  in  whooping  cough 
An  stuck  may  be  brought  on  by 
overeating  violent  exercising,  pro- 
'ound  emotions  or  overheating.  Even 
when  recovery  lakes  place,  there  Is 
an  increased  danger  of  death  with 
each  recurrent  attack     The  dAnger

The  stricken  person  should  be 
kept  warm  and  hot  towels  applied  to 
the  spine  every  half  hour.  No  food 
of  any  kind  should  be  given  for 
.tome  time  If  no  food  Is  given  to  the 
patient,  his  blood  stream  will  be- 
come thinner  and  slowly  dissolve 
the  blood  clot  which  is  pressing  the 
vital  nerve  centres  In  the  brain. 
The  fast  should  be  continued  for  a 
week  or  even  longer  If  neeessary 

Every  morsel  of  food  taken  at  this 
time  will  interfere  with  a  cure  A 
two  or  three  weeks  fast  at  the 
beginning  will  accomplish  more  good 
than  two  or  three  years'  treatment 
by  any  other  method  after  this  time. 

Enemas  of  plain  water  to  which 
no  nourishing  substance  has  been 
added  should  be  given  morning  and 
evening. 

Remember  these  simple  rules 
Your  knowledge  may  be  the  means 
of  bringing  about  a  quick  cure  of 
paralysis  from  apoplexy.  Great  care 
must  be  taken  to  prevent  a  re- 
'  urrence  of  the  attack.  Since  high 
blood  pressure  is  the  usual  pre 
disposition  to  an  attack  of  apoplexy

Jan.  2.— The  construc- 
tion of  remedial  works  in  the 
Niagara  River,  designed  to  distribute 
the  water  so  as  to  Insure  an  at  all 
times  unbroken  crest  line  on  both 
the  Canadian  and  American  Falls, 
Is  provided  for  in  a  treaty  between 
Canada  and  the  United  States, 
which  was  signed  at  the  office  of 
the  Prime  Minister  here  today.  In 
addition  to  providing  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  works,  provision  hi 
also  made  that  each  country  may 
divert  an  additional  10.000  cubic 
feet  of  water  per  second  for  power 
purposes.  These  diversions  will  be 
permitted  only  "during  the  Winter 

I  or  non-tourist  season,  beginning  on 
the  first  day  of  October  each  year, 
and  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day 
of  March  the  following  year."  The 

I  treaty  was  signed  by  Mr.  W.  I*. 
Mackenzie  King,  acting  in  the 
capacity  of  plenipotentiary  for  the 
King,  and  by  Mr  William  Phillips, 
United  States  Minister  in  Canada, 
as  plenipotentiary  for  his  govern- 
ment. 

The  diversion  is  permitted  only 
as  a  "temporary  and  experimental 
measure."  and  It  la  provided  that 
the  provisions  of  the  article  per- 
mitting diversion  shall  remain  In 
force  for  only  seven  years. 

The  cost  of  the  proposed  remedial 
works  Is  estimated  at  $1,750,000.  Of 
this  sum.  Canada's  share  will  ap- 
proximate $300,000  and  that  of  the 
United  States  $1,4*0  000.  with  prac- 
tically one  million  dollars  of  the 
latter  amount  required  for  Chlppa- 
we-Orass  Island  pool  changes. 

The  treaty  will  become  effective 
after  ratification  b"  »he  Parliament 
of  Canada  and  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States.
